Revolver Found on War 
Veteran Was One Used 
in Killings, Ballistic Ex- 
perts Say. 


STEUBENVILLE, 0., July 30.— 
(/)—Ringed by inquisitors, a 49- 
year-old World War veteran, sus- 
pected as the “phantom gunman” of 
a series of strange killings in a Steu- 
benville steel mill, late today contin- 
ued to meet questions with sullen 
denial. x 

After a period of intermittent ques- 
tioning since his arrest at midnight 
David Das- 
canio, alias Dasco, a mill worker, de- 
clared: 

“If I don't talk I live. 
I die.” 

That was as close as officials came 
to bringing from him any explana 
tion of his possession of a revolver. 
which ballistics experts say was the 
weapon used in the assassination of 
three men and the wounding of an- 
other, excepting his declaration he 
carried it for protection. 

The stocky Italian, who saw serv- 
ice in the World War, was taken to 
the plant of the Wheeling Steel Cor.

George To Celebrate

25th Year on Throne 

LONDON, July 30.—(#)—King 
George has agreed to the sugges- 
tion of Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald that the silver jubilee 
celebration of his ascension to the 
throne be held next year, it was an- 
nounced in parliament today, and 
at the same time it was revealed 
that President De Valera, of the 
Irish Free State, has declined an 
inviation to take part in the cele- 
bration. 

The official celebration in Lon- 
don will extend from May 8 to 18 
and accession day will be observed 
as a bank holiday throughout the 
nation. 

Acting Premier Stanley Baldwin 
said the premiers of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and South 
Africa had warmly welcomed the 
suggestion that they join in the 
London celebration.

10 STAY INTACT, 
CAPITAL BELIEVES

WASHINGTON, July 30.—(/)— 
Despite talk of possible suspension, 
the Bankhead cotton bill seems likely 
to remain on the statute books long 
enough to furnish the first test in- 
volving compulsory control of a major 
farm crop. 

Quite a few farm officials would 
like to see the president exercise his 
vested authority to set aside the com- 
plicated measure. On the other hand, 
there are quite a few also who would 


oppose such a step. 
Secretary Wallace, it was said au- 


thoritatively today, has given the mat- 
ter little thought and apparently has 
no present intention of asking Mr. 
Roosevelt to suspend the bill. 

Even with a short cotton crop, well 
below the 10,460,250 bales which may 
be sold tax free under the bill, there 
would be difficulties surrounding any 
decision to nullify the measure. 

For one thing, suspension probably 
would mean the end of any attempt 
to regulate the cotton crop by com- 
pulsion,

bill before it is tested might leave the 
administration without a weapon 
should the cotton situation get beyond 
control of the voluntary reduction 
program. A lot of sentiment against 
the measure in congress was not fully 
thrown by the votes on passage. 
The growers who would benefit by 
a suspension of the bill are those 
whose yield exceeds the quotas they 
may sell tax free. Each farmer will 
be allowed to sell tax exemption certi- 
ficates if he fails to reach his quota. 
For example, if the Texas and Okla-

URGANIZED LABOR 
RAPS GOVERNOR 
UN HIGHWAY PAY 


Talmadge Cites Various 
Benefits Previously Se- 
cured for Labor in Re- 
plying to Attack. 


Organized labor Monday attacked 
Governor Talmadge for permitting the 
highway department to set up a wage 
scale below the NRA minimum, charg- 
ing that labor was reduced “to a con- 
dition of virtual peonage’ and the 
governor replied with a statement cit- 
ing his attempts to aid the laboring 
classes and asserting that “Georgia 
cannot afford to pay for unskilled 
labor higher wages than the average 
taxpayer himself can earn.” 

The executive board of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor passed a 
lengthy resolution Sunday attacking 
the scale of the highway department. 
The resolution was not made public 
until Monday. In it both the gov- 
ernor and the highway board were 
denounced for not establishing NRA 
code wages of 40 cents an hour min- 
imum on-state road projects. The 
labor group also called on “fair-minded 
citizens’ to save labor from being 
forced. to the ‘“‘verge of starvation 
wages, 

In his statement replying to the 
resolution, Governor Talmadge called 
attention to the fact that it was on 
the request of the state federation 
and because of the organization’s 
standing that he held an _ investiga- 
tion which resulted in the removal 
of the old public service commission 
and benefits which the governor said 
accrued largely to the laboring people. 

The resolution of the federation was 
passed by President J. Sid Tiller, of 
Atlanta; Vice President T. L, Elder, 
of Atlanta; Heyward Rivers, of Au- 
gusta; W. C. Jeffries, of Columbus; 
J. O. Morgan, of Macon; A. L.. Lati- 
mer, of Rome, and W. B. Jarvis. of 
Savannah, and Secretary O. E. Petry, 
of Atlanta. 

The resolution charged that “this 
act of the highway board. approved by 
Governor Talmadge, laces their stamp 
of approval upon NRA cofle viola- 
tors and wage chiselers.”’ 

Talmadge's Statement. 

Text of Governor Talmadge's state- 
ment follows: 

“In June of last year. the State Fed- 
eration of Labor presented a petition 
to me calling on mé to remove the 
five members of the public service 
commission because the rates set up 
by that commission were too high for 
laboring people to pay. Because this 
petition was presented through the 
State Federation of Labor I enter- 
tained it. f 

“4 19-day hearing was held and the 
charges of the federation were sus- 
tained by me and I removed the five 
commissioners, appointing in’ their 
stead five new men. 

“This new commission has reduced 
light and power rates, telephone rates, 
bus and truck rates, railroad passenger 
rates and eliminated the surcharge on 
Pullman fares in Georgia. It has also 
ordered and is still. working for the 
reduction of railroad freight rates. 

“The reduced light and power rates 
resulted in millions of dollars worth 
of additional electrical appliances. 
mile and mile of additional wiring and 
resultant work for the laboring man. 

Phone Cut Result. 

“The reduced telephone rate has 
resulted in 4,131 additional telephones 
béing installed by one company alone, 
the Southern Bell, here in Fulton 
county, and in mile after mile of ad- 
ditional wiring and resultant addi- 
tional work for the laboring man, 

“The reduced passenger rates and 
elimination of Palas surcharges 
have brought the railroads many thou- 
sands of additional passengers, -have 
made the railroads put on more traina 
and have given more work for the 
trainmen who work on these trains

Roosevelt To Call Conference 
On Industrial Decentralization 


Means To Effect Gradual Transfer of Factories 
to Semi-Rural Sites Will Be Sought 
in Talks With Leaders. 


WASHINGTON, July 
President Roosevelt has informed of- 
ficials that after he returns to Wash- 
ington he intends to call a conference 


of leading industrialists to discuss 
plans the president has tong cherished 
for the decentralization of industry. 

This decentralization aims at the 
gradual transfer of many factory 
units from congested city areas to 
semi-rural surroundings. The subsist- 
ence homestead experimentation car- 
ried on by the administration has this 
in mind. Along with it goes giving 
men who will work at the trans- 
planted factories an opportunity to 
own their homes and raise food for 
their own use, 

The date for the White House par- 
ley was described as indefinite. It 
may follow the meeting with Vice 
President Garner and other political 
strategists in September. 

Men who represent between 60 and 
70 per cent of the nation’s industria! 
output will be represented at the 
White House industrial conference if 
A sg through as tentatively sched- 
uled. 

Henry I. Harriman, president of 
the Chamber of ‘Commerce of the 
United States, may be asked to head 
a committee of industrialists to aid 
in drafting the program. 

Harriman is in accord with Mr. 


30.—(P)—¢ Roosevelt's 


views that industry, in 
many instances, has massed itself to 
its own disadvantage and the disad- 
vantage of its employes. 

The chamber president has said a 
transfer of small. factory units to 
suburban surroundings where em- 
ployes would have better living con- 
ditions would, in his own opinion, do 
much to bring social security. 

One of the things under discussion 
at the conference will be the possibil- 
ity of budgeting factory production 
so employes may have some idea in 
advance what to expect in the way 
of work during the course of a year. 

The results of the discussion prob- 
ably will be seen also in the social 
legislation whiheh administration ex- 
perts are already drafting for next 
session. 

This program includes unemploy- 
ment insurance and old age pensions; 
conservation of land and water re- 
sources and housing. The decentraliza- 
tion of industry and the related. ac- 
tivity of subsistence homesteading is 
closely allied to all three. 

The president himself has estimated 
that $400,000,000 yearly could be 
expended annually over a term of 
years on a land and water use pro- 
gram.

Soldiers Take Over Rezis- 
tration Office at Night; 
Refuse Information. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 30.—(4)— 
A score of national guardsmen broke 
into the New Orleans registration of- 
fice here tonight. 

The guardsmen took possession of 
the office and guards were posted at 


all doors and windows, 

Figures, dressed in full national 
guard regalia, could be seen moving 
about inside. No lights were on, 
but several men carried flashlights. 

No one would say what the group 
was doing inside the building. 

“It’s a tea party.” a private sta- 
tioned at the main entrance, said. 

When police were called for an ex- 
planation of the matter, they were 
unaware that the raid was being 
made,

SUUN AFTER DASH 


Escape on Way to State 
Prison Farm. 


Three convicted Fulton county pris- 
oners who Monday made a spectacular 
dash for freedom -near Barnesville 
while being transferred from Fulton 
tower to the state prison fatm were 
back in custody Monday night. 

Two of the escaped prisoners were 
captured within a few minutes after 
the desperate dash for liberty but the 


third, Harold Thacker, 17-year-old 
convicted Atlanta burglar, was the ob- 


headed by Warden Roland Iawrence, 
of the state prison farm. The hunt 
lasted from 1 o'clock until 6 o'clock 
when Thacker attempted to dash from 
a house on Thomaston road he had 
broken into and where he had hidden. 
Barnesville policemen saw him run 
from the house and cornered him in a 
park near by. He was unarmed and 
surrendered without resisting. The 
three were in jail at Barnesville Mon- 
day night. 

The three prisoners made their 
break for freedom after the automo- 
bile in which they were riding, guard- 
ed by S. W. Thornton, state transfer 
guard. and driven by a negro trusty, 
passed through Barnesville en route 
to the state prison at Milledgeville. 

The manacled trio picked their 
handcuffs with a hairpin, wrested 
Thornton's gun away from him, drove 
up a side road and at the point of the 
gun ordered Thornton and the negro 
trusty ont of the car. 

Thornton and the negro made their 
way back to the Atlanta-Macon high- 
way and were attempting to flag-down 
a car when Thornton recognized his 
own car coming toward him. It stop- 
ped beside the two men and the driver 
of the automobile ordered them to 
get in. 

Going through Barnesville, Thorn- 
ton jumped out of the car and called 


for help. 
Abandon Car. 

Thacker, who held the gun, ordered 
the driver to drive out the Thomaston 
road, The car, traveling at a rapid 
rate, was unable to make a turn and 
careened up on the lawn of the R. I’. 
Cotter residence in Barnesville, lo- 
cated at the turn of the Thomaston 
road. 

The three men jumped out of the 
car.and took to the surrounding woods.

1S. NTERVENTION 
AWAITED IN STRK 
AT CHICAGO YARDS 


Action by Gen. Johnson 
Expected Momentarily; 
Longshoremen’s Walk- 
out Passes Into History. 


By The Associated Press. 

The hand of the federal government 
was awaited last night to help end 
the. strike which has locked up the 
big Chicago stockyards and the plant 
of the Kohler company in Wisconsin 
as the long drawn-out Pacific coast 
longshoremen's strike passed into his- 
tory. 

The personal intervention of Gen- 
eral Hugh Johnson was expected mo- 
mentarily at Chicago, where the strike 
of stock handlers was threatening to 
spread to “Packingtown.”’ Semi-offi- 
cial word had it ‘that the NRA chief 
would fly here today or tomorrow in 
an effort to end the long disagree- 
ment between stockyards employers 
and their cowboys. 

Facing a layoff anyway unless more 
stock gets through the peaceful block- 


ade about the yards, the packing house 
killers and& butchers were reported 


“reday and anxious” to walk out. | 


Only government-owned cattle from 
the drouth area was handled in pens 
of the stockyards proper yesterday. 

Four federal mediators joined ef- 
forts yesterday to terminate the strike 
at the Kohler company plant at 
Kohler, Wis., where disorders last 
week took two lives and injured 43 
others. VPickets, meanwhile, paraded 
quietly under the watchful eyes of 
600 national guardsmen. 

A complete end of the strike that 
has paralyzed the maritime commerce 
of the Pacific coast since May 9 was 
assured tonight when the seamen, only 
group not yet heard from, voted 4,305 
to 509 to submit their grievances to 
arbitration. . 

Thus ends the bitter strife, which 
in its ramifications cost at least eight 
lives and upwards of %$200.000.000 
besides eausing the mass walkout “of 
organized labor in the San Francisco 
bay cities, 


At Minneapolis, fresh hopes for 
settlement of the truck drivers’ strike 
which has resulted in military rule, 
of the city, were inspired by reports 
that federal mediators were framing 
new peace terms. 

The Republic Steel Corporation an- 
nounced yesterday that 13 tin mills 
of its operators at Warren, Ohio, 
would be opened again today after a 
shutdown of nearly a month which 
officials said was caused by a lack 
of orders and the labor situation.

British Learn Statement 
Hailing Dollfuss Assas- 
sination Was Prepared 
at Berlin. 


LONDON, July 30.—(#)—The 
British government was said tonight 
by a reliable source to have informa- 
tion that an official statement hail- 
ing the overthrow of Chancellor 
Dollfuss of Austria was issued and 
later withdrawn in Berlin last Wed- 


nesday night. 

The statement, this source said, pro- 
claimed the overthrow of Dollfuss in 
‘“‘a great popular revolt ... as impor- 
tant as it is welcome.” 

Within half an hour, it was stated, 
the statement, purported to have gone 
out through the German officials 
news agency, was withdrawn—in time 
to prevent its publication. 

Authoritative quarters here believed 

the dismissal of Theodore Habicht 
from his position as nazi leader in 
Bavaria was connected with the em- 
barrassing statement. 
- High-placed Britains were said. to 
look upon this ineidgnt as of great 
importance in view of the German 
government's disclaithér of connec- 
tion with the killing of Dollfuss and 
the nazi outbreak. 

Officially the government here main- 


tained silence- when agked if there is’ 


any evidence of German connection 
with the events in Austria. 


BERLIN SEES “WARNING” 
AIMED AT MUSSOLINI 

BERLIN, July 30.—(#)—Interest 
was centered here today in a state- 
ment of the Jugoslavian legation that 
unilateral intervention regarding the 
Austrian frontier situation might have 
serious repercussions. 

Berlin newspapers saw in the pro- 
nouncement a “warning to Mus- 
solini,” a demand to “keep hands off 
German Austria” or “opposition to 
any interference.” 

Other reliable observers believed 
that the statement might be followed 
by expressions of viewpoint by other 
nations or that such already have 
been communicated to the Hitler 
government.

Unnamed Man Who Or- 
ganized Revolt Betrayed 
Adherents by Failure to 
Appear, Court Told.

VIENNA, July 30.—4)—The Ball- 
hausplatz putsch in which Chancellor 
Engelbert Dollfuss was assassinated 


last Wednesday took on even more 
fantastic aspects as a court-martial 
sat. in judgment tonight on two men 
who. participated in it. 

One man, Otto Planetta, the dise 
gruntled former sergeant of the Aus- 
trian‘ army, was accused of the ac- 
tual slaying of the chancellor. His 
companion, Franz Holzweber, was 
charged with being leader of the ill- 
fated putsch. 

The testimony these two gave toe 
day indicated the death of Dr. Doll- 
fuss was a clumsy accident which cli- 
maxéd a bungled insurrection. 

Asked Enemy for Peace. 

Both swore their instructions from 
a “higher- up” were to abstain rigidly 
from all violence and to make every 
effort to keep the putsch on a “legal 
basis,” 

Equally as startling as this testi- 
mony were the statements of Emil 
Fey, former vice chancellor and a 
member .of the Dollfuss government, 
that as Dolifuss lay dying. he asked 
that one of his political opponents, 
Dr. Anton Rintelen, bé asked to re- 
storé peace to Avétria.  . 

Planetta, sun-burfied, vigorous man, 
surprised the court by stating that he 
had his pistol trained on another 


person, and that a jolt to his elbow 
thrust ‘the weapon in the direction of 


‘the little chancellor. 


Surprised at Wounding. 

“I was aiming at a big man direct- 
ly in front of me—I do not know 
who he was—who had just put up 
his hands at my command. Someone 
darted past me or against me from 
behind and my pistol went off. When 
I turned to see what had happened [ 
saw the chancellor had been struck. 

“IT asked him ‘Are you hit?’ 

“He answered, ‘I do not know.’ 

“ Them try to stand,’ I said. 

“*T eannot,”’ he answered. 

“I was dismayed when I saw what 
had happened and ran into a corridor 
to call for bandages. Then I tried to 
find a surgeon in the house. Word 
was sent out for one, but he never 
came.” 

Higher-Up Fades Out. 

Holzweber, corroborating his fellow. 
defendant's testimony in many par- 
ticulars, agreed that they were under 
orders to use no violence. 

“After the shooting Planetta came 
to me and said, ‘I didn’t mean to 
do it,’” Holzweber said. 

Even stranger’ than this version of 
the death of Dr. Dollfuss. which did 
not agree with confessions allegedly 
obtained by police, was the admis- 
sion of Holzweber :that after he had 
earried out an unnamed leader's or- 
der to capture the chancellery no one 
came to tell him what to do next. 

Fey, who was captured with: Doll- 
fuss, corroborated this and other por- 
tions of Holzweber’s testimony. Fey 
told the court that Holzweber appea!- 
ed to him to help bring the. affair to 


a bloodless conclusion after the “high- 
er” leader of the putsch failed to 
come to the chancellery. 
Safe Conduct Promised. 

Other portions of Fey’s testimony 
had the startling effect of suddenly 
seeming to turn a court-martial of 
putschists accused of killing Dr. Doll- 
fuss into a trial of the government

t. 

“We learned only afterwards that 
Dollfuss had been wounded,” Kar- 
winsky said. 

Karwinsky added that he could not 
remember having heard any uncondi- 
tional promise to let the putschists 
flee ‘toward the border. Nenstadter 
Stuermer, minister of welfare, ex- 
plained that it was his impression 
Dollfuss merely had been wounded. 

Freedom for Confession. 

“We thought, when safe conduct 
was promised, that Dollfuss had been 
wounded while | resisting capture,” 
Neustadter Stnermer said. “Later. 
however, we learned he had been shot 
down, so the agreement no longer was 
valid.” 

Michael Skubl, inspector general of 
federal policy, also denied allegations 
of the defendants to the effect that 
he had promised all the other putsch- 
ists freedom if the one man who 
had shot Dollfuss would confess. 

Planetta said he had confessed as 
a result of such a promise, but all 
persons associated with him in the 
raid on the chancellery are, neverthe- 
less, still under detention. 

Skubl explained, “What I meant 
was something different.” 

There was an excited argument aft- 
er midnight as to whether the court- 
martial would continue or adjourn 
until morning. 

The court overruled the plea of 4 
defense counsel that he was too weak 
from hunger to deliver a final oration. 

New Defense Counsel. 

The court ordered the proceedings 
to continue. But when the defense 
attorney thereupon said he was with- 
drawing from the case, the court an- 
nounced that the action would be ad- 
journed to 9.a, m. tomorrow to give 
the defendants time to get another 
attorney. 

The two defendants, though presum- 
ably they faced almost certain death, 
were cool and collected compared to 
the excitement shown by the judge, 
the prosecuting attorney and the at- 
torney for the defense. 

The procedure several times was in- 
terrupted by excited quarrels in which 
the magistrate and attorneys partici- 
pated. : 

But Planetta and Holzweber told 
their stories quietly, clearly and care- 
fully, with no more apparent emotion 
than if they were reporting to supe- 
rior officers on what they had seen 
on a routine scouting mission. 

Fey’s Testimony. 

One of the most dramatic moments 
came when Fey, his uniform diseard- 
ed for civilian garb, arrived to testify. 
A bailiff lit two candles on either 
side of a crucifix near the bench. All 
persons in the gloomy, hot little court- 
room arose while Fey solemnly re- 
peated the oath: . 

“In the name of God Almighty |! 
promise to answer all questions ad- 
dressed to me with the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the 
truth.” 

Then he started to tell his story 
of the Ballhausplatz putsch. ; 

“The Jast words I heard the dying 
chancellor speak,’ Fey testified, “were 
‘Rintelen must make peace.’ : 

“‘Det there be no blood,’ he said, 
and a little later he called on Rintelen 
to restore peace to the country.” 

Fey made the statement, which took 
many in the court by surprise, after 
he was asked whether Dollfuss re- 
signed his office as he lay dying. 

Fey replied that he did not hear, in 
so many words, that Dollfuss intended 
resigning, but did hear him invoke the 
aid of Rintelen as the man who could 
bring peace to the nation. : 

Fey also corroborated the testimony 
of both court-marial defendants— 


Otto Planetta, the discharged sergeant | 


who confessed the actual killing, and 

Franz Holzweber, charged with being 

a leader on the raid on the chancel- 

lery—in their statements they had 

been guaranteed safe conduct to the 

German border if they surrendered. 
Heard Promise. 

“T heard the promise made, and 
I told them they could rely on it,” 
Fey said. 

“Was that after the death of the 
chancellor?’ he was asked. 

“Yes,” he replied. 

Fey added that the German minis- 
ter to Austria came to the chancellery 
building at his telegraphic request. 

The minister, Herr Rieth, came 
to Ballhauplatz, but was reluctant to 
enter the building as requested by the 
putschers, Fey said. 

But they insisted they would not 
surrender unless the Austrian promise 
of safe conduct was witnessed by a 
German minister, “so he finally came 
in,” Fey said. 

Both the. defendants denied they 
had any intention of killing anyone, 
least of all Dollfuss. 

Changes Story. 

Planetta’s version of the attack on 

the chancellor differed radically from 
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the killing as he is alleged to have de-, 


scribed it before taking the witness 
stand, 

“We were told that the object of 
‘the raid was to capture the Dollfuss 
government, but that no one must 
be hurt—that our success depended 
on keeping the cabinet members im- 
prisoned but unharmed and in our 


power.” 
Accident Claimed. 


He said he killed Dollfuss acciden- 
tally. At first, he said, he did not 
know whom he had ghot, and was 
dismayed on learning it was the chaun- 
cellor. 
After taking testimony of Fey and 
several other witnesses the court-mar- 
tial was adjourned to midnight. 
Leader Fails to Appear. 
A striking feature of Holzweber’s 
testimony was an admission that “the 
real leader” of the putsch from whom 
he received the command to capture 
Ballhausplatz failed to show up after 
the building was taken to tell him 
what move to make next. 
Stopping dramatically as he ad- 
dressed the judges, he turned to Fey 
and asked him to corroborate that 
statement: ¥ 
“Didn’t I tell you our leader had 
failed to appear and didn’t I ask you 
to help us bring. the whole thing to 
an end peacefully?’ he asked Fey. 
Statement True, Says Fey. 
Then Fey, addressing the court, 


said : 

“What this man says is true.” 
The leader who ran away from the 
putsch was “a man in civilian dress 
known to us by several names, but 
from whom we received instructions 
regularly,’ Holzweber said. 

“In other words,” interrupted the 
presiding judge, “you don’t want to 
tell us.’ 
Shortly before the trial opened— 
at 6:15 p. m.—the wife of Planetta 
had pleaded to be allowed to talk to 
Frau Dollfuss—not, she said, to beg 
for mercy, but to ask the bereaved 
woman not to hate her. 
Frau Planetta merely wants to 
“tell her how I sympathize with her,” 
she said, declaring that “like myself, 
she has lost the dearest thing she had 
on earth.” 

News From “Front” Scarce, 

News from the “front” in Styria 
and Carinthia, where the nazi forces 
were strongest in the revolt, was 
scarce today. The government insist- 
ed that the situation was well in 
hand. 

(Dispatches to Belgrade from the 
Austrian border told of explosions in- 
dicating that railway bridges and 
roads had been blown up by the rebels 
in Styria.) 

(On the other hand, some 350 more 
nazis had crossed into Jugosiavia 
with arms and three armored cars. 
This brought past 1,000 the number 

“Personal” Act Indicated. 


That the killing of Dolifuss was a 
“nerso act, not contemplated by 
the putechists, was indicated by Pla- 
netta’s ges optogg confession, which 
was read at the court-martial. 

This defendant, a former army 
staff sergeant, was dismissed fur nazi 
political activity. Statement attri- 
buted to him gave this as the motive 
for the crime. 

The international complications of 
Austria’s troubles continued to be the 
subject of many reports. 

At Munich, Germany, there were 
persistent reports that Chancellor 
Hitler intends to dissolve the Aus- 
trian nazi legion as soon as feasible, 
in another move to convince Austria 
and the world this his government is 
ae meddling in the affairs of a neigh- 

rT. 

Some delay was foreseen, however, 
before such a plan could be carried 
out since estimates of the number of 
men in the organization run from 20,- 
000 to 50,000. 

Italians Rumored in Austria. 

Munich also heard an unconfirmed 
rumor that 100 Italian soldiers had 
moved into Innsbruck, Austria, to 
guard the Italian consulate there. 
Rome stated, however, that no troops 
had crossed the border. 

The two nazis on trial here were 
sunburned and healthy looking, show- 
ing no signs of having been beaten, as 
had been reported. 

Both were iu civilian clothes. Their 
shoe laces had been removed to guard 
against suicide. 

Both defendants are married and 
neither had a criminal record. Planet- 
ta is 84 years old and Holzweber 29. 

The men faced the court, composed 
of Major General Albert Obarwagar, 
three other army officers and a civil- 
ian, with heads up and calm expres- 
sions. 

Prosecutor Reads Confession. 

The prosecutor read the purported 
confession, which stated that the 
putschists had agreed there would be 
“no slaughter” when they occupied 
the chancellery. 

“Since [*° was dismissed from the 
army for my political activity,” 
Planetta was quoted as saying in the 
document, “I had an unextinguishable 
hatred against the chancellor, whom I 
regarded as an exponent of a policy 
directed against national socialism. 

“IT and a few companions stormed 
up the big staircase on the right of 
the entrance to the chancellery. 

“Suddenly we found ourselves in the 
room of. the chancellor and opposite 
him. 

Saw Chancellor Collapse. 

“TI raised my pistol and without any 
exchange of words fired two shots 
at the chancellor. 

“T saw him collapse. 

“Two of my comrades, after a short 
time, laid out Dollfuss on a couch. I 
was drawn out of the room by one of 
my comrades.” 

After the surrender of the chancel- 


lery by 144 nazis, all of whom were 
arrested instead of being given safe 
transit to Germany, it was said that 
Dollfuss died without medical or 
spiritual attention. 

The nazis were refused the promised 
safe trip out of the country after it 
was . discovered that Dollfuss was 
dead. 

The attempt to remove Rintelen 
from the hospital revealed that the 
politician, minister to Rome until 
Dolifuss was killed, was wounded 
rather than dead. 

His wife had said, following his ar- 
rest last Wednesday night, that he 
was killed in his cell, The govern- 
ment had denied this. 

Rintelen was named as the new 
chancellor in a broadcast while nazis 
held the government radio station. 

Another prominent pro-nazi, Karl 
Bardolff, former chief of the military 
cabinet of Grand Duke Franz Ferdi- 
nand, was arrested today. 

Monarchy Rumors Continue. 

Rumors of approaching restoration 
of the monarchy continued, becoming 
more strong. 

Schuschnigg apparently was in safe 
control of the government, with the 
co-operation of Prince Von Starhem- 
berg, who became vice chancellor 
again instead of acting chancellor as 
his colleague took over the reins, 

The socialists, who engaged in civil 
war against Dollfuss last February. 
revealed today that the funeral of 
Josef Gerl, socialist bomber who was 
hanged the day before Dollfuss died. 
was held at the same time as that of 
Dollfuss. 

Several hundred persons gathered 


at the crematorium, said a secretly | 


circulated socialist news sheet, but all 
except 40 were beaten back with po- 
lice clubs. 

At the same time tens of thousands 
“s persons watched the rites for Doll- 
uss.

For fourteen days now we have 
been discussing various representatives 
of the oldest group of vertebrates in 
the world—the fishes. We began with 
a statement of what was coming, went 
through several sorts of sharks and 
rays, as well as the sturgeon, the gar- 
fish, and representatives of the 
Teleostii or bony fishes. Let’s consid- 
er for just a moment the vast scope 
of this class of vertebrate animals. 

Fishes are known in contemporary 
time from practically every bit of 
water in the world. Time has forbid- 
den that we extend our discussion of 
fishes any further for there are other 
interesting animals awaiting our dis- 
cussion now. I designed the series just 
completed to take in the more interest- 
ing types of fish likely to be encoun- 
tered in Georgia waters, although it 
was necessary to step beyond the legal 
limits of our state in order to include 
the fishing frog. I thought this species 
much to important to be omitted 
and therefore took the liberty of vio- 
lating my title line. 

However, when I think of that vast 
array of fishes that we should dis- 
cuss I become somewhat dubious as 
to whether or not we should leave 
them out. Such things as the flying 
fish, the saragassum fish, the sea

devils, the giant mantas, the sun fish 
(not our small freshwater form but 
the gigantic mola mola of the seas), 
the triggerfish, the surgeonfish, the 
filefish, the trunkfish, the snipe eels 
and the batfish should be described 
for they are most interesting. The 
fact remains, ladies and gentlemen, 
that we have limited, ourselves to 
Georgia and most of these forms have 
no cennectior with our state. The fa- 
mous lung-fishes, most important of 
all the vertebrate series in my esti- 
mation, although decidedly foreign, we 
will discuss, in order to give you one 
of the missing links of the group of 
back-boned animals. Perhaps some day 
we will change the name and scope 
of this column and really give you an 
idea of the throbbing stream of life 
that covers this mundane planet. 
Fishes have been here longer than 
any other group of vertebrates. They 
took their humble beginnings back in 


great sharks ruled the waters. They 
have persisted and prospered over all 
the earth, developing into what is the 
most dazzling array of animals known 
to science. A few human generations 
of ancestry provide much work for 
the genealogist; the ancestry of fishes 
extends back into unthinkable time.

HEALTH BOARD URGES 


IMMUNIZATION CARE 


The state department of health has 
called on all parents in the state to 
make certain that their children are 
pa oe immunized against smallpox, 
typhoid and diphtheria before they 
start to school In September. 

‘There is no time to lose,” the de- 
partment said in its warning. ‘Some 
schools require smallpox vaccination. 
A few require diphtheria toxoid. That 
ig fine and as it should he. It mist 
be remembered, however, that the vast 
majority of deaths from diphtheria oc- 
cur before the fifth year. Every 
school should require all three im- 
munizations before enrollment.” 

Pointing out that the death rates 
from all three diseases have been 
greatiy reduced during the last few 
years, the department said it is the 
duty of parents “to see that their 
children are given proper care by the 
family physician before school time.”

TUCKER PRISON FARM, Ark. 
July 30.—(7)—Four convicts, two of 
them trusty guards, armed with pis- 
tols, and the others prisoners they 
were guarding, escaped late today 
while working on a road grader be- 
tween camps at the Arkansas prison 
farm. Prison officials said they did 
not expect them to be recaptured 


without a battle. 

While posses scoured the country- 
side for the convicts tonight Prison 
Superintendent S. L. Todhunter said 
he was investigating reports that the 
four escaped in an automobile. No 
trace of the fugitives had been re- 
ported several hours after their escape 
was discovered. 

The trusty guards who escaped, 
Palmer Bridges, of Prairie county, 
and John Brers, of Washington coun- 
ty, were armed since they were on 
duty guarding the other two convicts 
who escaped with them. 

The others who escaped were John 
Savage, 30, of St Francis county. 
serving five vears for burglary and 
robbery, and T. F. Bramlett. Missis- 
sippi county. serving a year for false 
pretenses. Bridges, a trusty guard 
since August, 1933, was serving a life 
term for murder. Byers was sen- 
tenced to two years for forgery last 
August. 

Tucker prison farm. scene of the 
outbreak. has been the scene of 14 
violent deaths within the past 18 
months at the hands of trusty guards, 
Arkansas’ “only guard system in use 
for many years. The trusty guards 
have gained considerable notoriety for 
their marksmanship as they thwarted 
breaks at the prison.

EMPLOYMENT SHOWS 
INCREASE IN GEORGIA 


Gain in Wholesale Trade of 
-12 Per Cent Recorded 
for Year. | 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—(P)— 
Increase of employment by the whole- 
sale trade in Georgia was pointed to 
today by the department of commerce 
as reflecting fast recovery by the state 
in this line of business. , 
_ Based on the average number of full- 
time employes engaged in the whole- 
sale trade, the department found De- 
cember, 1933, showed an improvement 
of 12 per cent over the. beginning. of 
the year and October and. November 
registered a similar improvement over 
the first quarter. 

When both full-time and part-time 
employment: are considered, an offi- 


cial report said, it. becomes clear the}. 


improvement during 1933 in Georgia 
was substantial and more than sea- 
sonal. 

The department said its study 
showed Georgia had 2,205 . wholesale 
establishments with net sales in 1933 
of $386,538.000. -These businesses 
employed 14,549 men and women on a 
full-time hasis and 1,547 as part- 
timers, 

Total pay rolls distributed by these 
wholesale houses during. the year 
amounted to $20,165,000. 

In spite of the improvement shown 
during the last few months of 1933, 
the department pointed out the year 
as a whole did not compare favorably 
with 1929. when 3,183 establishments 
employed 22.735 and enjoyed net sales 
of $1,016,496,.000. 

The 1933 volume of business was 
62 per cent below 1929. Salaries were 
45.3 per cent lower and the number 
of employes decreased 29.2 per cent. 
Since the pay rolls decreased much 
more than the number of employes, 
the department said it would appear 
the average earnings of employes were 
about ‘22.8 per cent less than in 1929.

HENRY FORD AT 71, 


Yesterday Henry Ford passed his 
Seventy-first milestone, and aban- 
doning his past custom of “work 
as uSual,’’ spent the day quietly 
with Mrs. Ford at a remote lodge in 
upper Michigan on the banks of 
Lake Superior. 


Thus while the far-flung enter- 
prises of the Ford institution func- 
tioned as usual, furnishing employ- 
ment for thousands of workmen, 
and stimulating industry in every 
section of the country, the man 
who had the courage to scrap a 
$100,000,000 plant in the interest 
of progress, and who once said that 
“money will ruin the life of- any 
man who treats it like anything but 
a tool with which to work,” spent 
his birthday in quiet contemplation 
of past usefulness to the world and 
probably in planning future activi- 
ties with which to busy himself. 


The son of William Ford, one of 
the substantial farmers of the com- 
munity between Detroit and Dear- 
born, Mich., Henry Ford showed 
great interest in mechanics as a boy, 
his first venture being to take a 
watch apart and put it together 
again. Later he invented a steam 
tractor which ran on its own pow- 
er, and it is said that this inven- 
tion finally led him into the manu- 
facture of his automobile. 


Beginning as an apprentice boy 
of 16 at a wage of $2.50 a week 
in an engine works, he rose by fast 
Stages to chief engineer of the De- 
troit Edison Company, and he was 
40 years old when he offered the 
Ford car to the world. In the past 
31 years over 21,000,000 Ford cars 
have been sold. 


Always interested in education, 
Henry Ford’s support of the Martha 
Berry school at Rome, Ga., is not 
so well known, though he is one 
of the chief supporters of this great 
work. He established a school at 
Greenfield Village where boys who 
cannot afford to pay for an edu- 
cation might learn to work with 
their hands as well as their heads. 
Here he accumulated his great col- 
lection of early American products

THE LESSON FOR LABOR. 

The return to work this morning 
of the Pacific coast longshoremen 
who have been on strike for many 
weeks, marks, in a sense, a severe 
defeat for labor. From another view- 
point, organized labor as a whole will 
be benefited if it takes to heart 
the lesson of the abortive strike 
that started in San Francisco. 

In few American cities has or- 
ganized labor been as strong as in 
the great port through which pours 
most of the travel and commerce 
between America and the orient. It 
has held the respect and support 
of the mass of the people of the 
city and, as a result, the working 
classes have been able to achieve 
unusual progress in the increase of 
wage scales, the shortening of work- 
ing hours and the betterment of 
working conditions. 


Labor as a whole in San Fran- 
cisco was happy in its favored po- 
sition, and employers and the public 
generally were satisfied. Then came 
professional agitators, many of them 
of foreign birth and all of radical 
nature, to spread a spurious cry of 
oppression, 

Soon the movement of all freight 
through the great port of San Fran- 
cisco came to a practical standstill, 
while hundreds of heavily laden 
freight steamers lay anchored in the 
harbor, unable to land their car- 
goes. These steamers came from 
every maritime nation of the globe, 
thus spreading the ill effects of the 
longshoremen’s strike to other con- 
tinents as well as America. 

Despite the inconvenience and 
the monetary loss to which the peo- 
ple of San Francisco were sub- 
jected, they adopted, as a whole, a 
hands-off attitude, leaving the con- 
troversy between the dock workers 
and their employers to be settled 
by those directly involved. 

Then labor unwisely listened to 
the council of radical agitators and 
called a general strike, the immedi- 
ate result of which was to bring 
suffering and hardship to innocent 
citizens and the imminent threat 
of violence. 

It was a step too far, as labor 
found when an aroused and indig- 
nant public followed up a stern de- 
mand for the resumption of public 
service by staging raids on the head- 
quarters of those responsible for 
leading the workers away from the 
sound policies under which they had 
made such splendid progress. 


The inevitable result was the col- 
lapse not only of the general strike 
but of the longshoremen’s walkout 
—and the most serious setback the 
cause of labor has ever received in 
San Francisco. 

The moral of the San Francisco 
strike to organized labor generally 
is obvious. As long as its demands 
are just, and it stays within reason- 
able bounds in its protests over in- 
justices, it can depend upon the 
friendly and interested co-operation 
of the public. When it follows the 
ill-advised leadership of radicals, 
only disappointment and the ob- 
Struction of its constructive pro- 
grams lies ahead.

Hitler Nearly 


Assassinated. 


The Manchester Guardian's special 
correspondent in Germany, a man who 
is no doubt the best-informed indi- 
vidual on what is going on behind the 
scenes in the tortured German reich, 
writes that Herren Hitler and Goer- 
ing came near being the victims of 
an assassin’s bullets recently. It hap- 
pened near Berlin. The two men had 
been to Schorsheide cemetery, where 
Madame Goering’ body was_ re- 
interred. It had previously been 
brought from Sweden. After the cere- 
mony, as the two leaders drove back 
to Berlin, the windshield of the car 
ahead was suddenly pierced by a bul- 
let and the chauffeur was hit in the 
shoulder. This caused the man to 
lose control of the steering gear and 
he swerved into the ditch. At that 
moment more shots rang out and 
three of the other occupante of the 
automobile were seriously wounded. 
At the same moment the machine in 
which Hitler and Goering were travel- 
ing went by, the two men saw what 
was up and their car flew away like 
lightning. A third car stopped. ‘The 
occupants looked after the wounded 
and a search was started for the as- 
sailants. It appears that only one man 
had done the firing, that he had used 
a sniping rifle, and, further, that he 
was an excellent marksman. But he 
has not been found. The German pub- 
lic has been kept in perfect ignorance 
of the incident. 


The Fuehrer’s 


Condition. 


Instead of Herr Von Papen going 
on a long holiday, it is Hitler who is 
going abroad for a long trip. His 
health is shattered, we are told, and 
physicians have prescribed a long 
rest. He is going to cruise in the 
Mediterranean with a group of reich- 
wehr officers. The party will embark 
on a light cruiser. Herr Hitler is fre- 
quently seized by hysterical fits, we 
are told. That’s his old complaint 
coming back. Years ago, shortly after 
the Kapp putsch, he was constantly 
weeping. Otto Strasser, then his 
bosom friend, now one of his bitterest 
foes, used to try and calm the Fuehrer 
on such occasions, or Goering was 
hastily summoned to speak words of 
encouragement to him. Because “der 
schoene Adolf” used to lament, ‘Alles 
ist verloren! Alles ist verloren!” 
(Everything is lost). Goering knew 
better. Those were the days when 
Hitler threatened to take his own life. 
While Hitler is abroad, his friends 
will further clean up on Hitlerism, 


so that when he comes back there 
won't be anything of it left. Ger- 
many is on the way, or has vir- 


tually arrived at a dictatorship of the 
reichswehr—the old gang is back in 
power, and the Junkers are laughing 
that Hitler, the man who said he was 
going to confiscate the landed estates, 
was their greatest helper, for he did 
the dirty work for them.

Famine in 


Germany. 


Foodstuffs are being seized every- 
where in the reich. Factories turning 
out artificial alimentary products are 
being speeded up. Millions of tickets 
for bread, milk, potatoes, eggs, etc., 
are being printed. Within a few weeks 
the German people will be on rations 
as they were during the war. No for- 
eign blockade is about to clamp‘on a 
Starvation area this time. No for- 
eign foes are at Germany’s door now. 
No, it is the business inside which has 
gone wrong. After a year of uniis- 
puted power, the dictatorship, which 
promised paradise, has succeeded in 
raising the price of potatoes 100 per 
cent; eggs 60 per cent; butter 75 per 
cent, and nearly all other foodstuffs 
50 per cent. All available funds in 
Germany are used for the purchase of 
raw materials necessary for the man- 
ufacture of war materials. There is 
misery and hopelessness everywhere, 
among the middle classes, among the 
peasantry, but it’s glory hallelujah 
with the armament trusts, who are 
piling up dividends. A terrible winter 
lies ahead for the German people un- 
less a miraculous amelioration sets in 
in the meantime.

This service was set up several months ago to answer ques- 
tions, foolish and otherwise, about where to find this or that 
agency, whom to see when you “got there and which agency to seek 


On any specific errand. 


It was intended primarily to meet the needs 


of the publi¢ outside the capital and those who came here on busi- 
ness with the government or even seeking a job. 

As it has turned out, the bureau has been extremely useful to 
the outside public, but, strangely enough, half of its business is 
in supplying information to persons in the government about -some 
branch of the government with which they are not connected or 


with which they are unfamiliar. 
their way about. 


Those in official places don’t know 


The government machine was already vast and intricate be- 
fore the advent of the New Deal, but, with new commissions and ad- 
ministrations being set up almost every day—there have been be- 
tween 30 and 40 néw ones—it is impossible to keep printed direc-

Tokyo Shopping Excursion 
Delights Atlanta Woman 


By LAURA BURDINE CLARKE. 

TOKYO—(By Mail).—If ever there 
was a haven of pure delight for the 
feminine shopper and sight-seer it is 
to be found in. multitudous shopping 
streets—or alleys according to Amer- 
ican standards—that bisect every sec- 
tion of this city. 

Colorful in the extreme with their 
gay banners and their crowds of 
brightly dressed Japanese women and 
children, these streets have literally 
thousands of tiny shops, most of them 
less than 10 feet square, in which are 
to be found articles of wearing ap- 
parel, or for the home; toys and trin- 
kets of every kind, and innumerable 
types of mementoes to catch the fancy 
of the tourist. 

“Coney Island.” 
_ Typical of these shopping centers 
is one which might well be termed 
the Coney Island of Tokyo, despite 
the fact that it is built around one 
of the oldest Bhuddist shrines in the 
‘city. 

The district is composed of a single 
narrow’ street, surrounding and 
stretching for many blocks away from 
this shrine. Along its entire length it 
is lined on both sides with jammed- 
together little shops, scarcely more 
than booths, from 8 to 10 feet wide 
and 2 to 3 feet deep. 

In these little establishments there 
are to be found dolls and images made 
of every imaginable kind of material 
—wood, stone, bronze, bamboo reeds— 
shoes, the Japanese jori as well as 
American footwear, or imitations of 
it, queer toys, antiques from guar- 
anteed sacred Bhuddas to _ articles 
which to an American eye could have 
no possible value or use, and a thou- 
sand and one other articles for com- 
fort, pleasure and the home. 

Strange Medley. 

What a thrill this unreal f@@Mland, 
with its ceaseless undertone of sliding 
Japanese shoes, and its constant mur- 
mer of sibilant Japanese conversation ! 
Its garish colors and bells, whistles 
and strange noises made by one knows 
not what sort of instrument. 

The streets teem with humanity, all 
busy looking over and selecting many 
of ‘these articles of necessity or cu- 
riosity—or interestedly watching oth- 
ers doing so. Most of these out-of-the- 
way shopping streets contain only 
Japanese pedestrians—they are too 
small for motor cars—and is this one, 
far from the heart of Tokyo, the men, 
women and children were all filled 
with the naive curiosity so present 
among the Japanese. 

Where my party stopped—I was the 
guest of a delightful Japanese wom- 
an who after three years in America 
with her educator husband was re- 
turning for a visit to Japan—youngs- 
ters and their elders alike crowded in 
thick circles around, interested seem- 
ingly in just the things attractive to 
us, 


Friendly Interest. 

Sometimes the wonder would come 
as to how we would break through the 
circle when we desired to move on, 
but as we would turn the crowd 
would melt away. In time a curiosity 
that would be regarded as impudent in 
America came to have a comforting 
sense of friendly interest on the part 
of a smiling and courteous people. 

Once I patted a baby strapped to 
the back of its mother—and she bowed 
and bowed and smiled and several oth- 
er mothers maneuvered so their babies 
would be near, hoping for just such 
notice for their offspring. My Japa- 
nese friend told me that to the mother 
my caress meant good luck for her 
baby and she was very happy as a 
result. 

Buddha Remembered. 


At the end, and surrounded by this 
street, is the ancient Akatsuki shrine 
from which the shopping district gains 
its name. A huge wooden structure, 
more like an immense shed than a 
building, it is open on all four sides 
with the altar statues of Buddha in 
the center. Practically all the Jap- 
anese who visit this .Coney Island 
district finally find their way to this 
shrine to throw a penny or two into 
its great wooden coffers and to offer 
prayers for happiness. Men, women, 
boys, girls and even the babies throw 
their pennies and bow their heads 
for a moment within the heavily dust- 
laden confines of this ancient struc- 
ture. 

Park Beautifud. : 

In marked contrast to the excite- 
ment, noise and dust of this shopping 
district is the peace and the exquisite 
beauty, both natural and man-made, 
of Meiji park, a mile or so distant. 
Once the private gardens of the wife 
of the great Emperor Meiji, this park 
covers an area of several locks, and 
is open to the public on ceftain days 
admission on other days being by 
card only. Fortunately my wisit was 
on one of the latter days so that the 
loveliness of the gardens were not 
marred by the presence of a large 
crowd of people. ets 

The garden is still very much in its 
natural wooded condition, with wind- 
ing gravel walks and beautiful old, 
stunted pine and maple trees. Where 
the numerous springs flow, unusual 
bridges, strangely constructed and de- 
signed, appear frequently. — 

Wandering through this idyllic park 
one comes suddenly to a spot In the 
shape of a huge letter S, filled with 
Japanese iris riotously in bloom, with 
each flower the size of the palms of 
two hands held side by side. There 
are 8&5 separate varieties of these iris, 
we were told, of as many shades and 
shapes of blooms. 

Peace Rules. 

With a background of green hills, 
several little water courses flowing 
through and a charming little Japa- 
nese house located near the center of 
this riot of color, the scene 1s one of 
rare beauty and peace. At the little 
house we stopped to drink tea, which 
is as free to the public as the beauty 
with which the visitor is surrounded. 

Not far from Meiji park is located 
the home of one of the wealthier Jap- 
anese families. The family had gone 
to the mountains for the summer, Dut 
we were given the privilege of walking 
through the grounds. Here was a nat- 
ural lake, about a block in size, al- 
though its edges were very irregular, 
filled with brilliantly colored water 
lilies and in the center of which were 
several tiny islands, each with the tiny 
tea house and big stone lanterns. 

Gardens Well Tended. 

The gardens around the lake are 
beautiful with carefully arranged and 
cared for shrubs and blooming flowers, 
while arising from the lake and en- 
closing this enchanted spot is a circle 
of mountain-like hills. In the lake 
are large numbers of the semi-colored 
carp—appearing like foot-long gold- 
fish—which follow one along the bank 
in readiness for the wild scramble for 
the food which is generally tossed to 
them. 

Surely Tokyo is a spot of unadul- 
terated joy for the shopper who likes 
the unusual, and the sightseer who 
welcomes the spell of the ultra-beau- 
tiful. It is a far cry from Atlanta, 
but the long journey is well worth the 
reward to be found at its end. 

Many Women Workers. 

The large number of girls and wom- 
en at work in the business sections 
of Tokyo is evidence of the emancipa- 
tion period through which the women 
of Japan are going—a change in their 
position in the life of the nation as 
definite as the change the nation it- 
self has encompa in its interna-

ional standing.

Emancipation. 

The advent of business women id 
Japan, who saw the light by virtue 
of education among the female sex, 
I am told, was welcomed as an eman- 
cipation of the woman from the slave- 
like position she has had to endurd 
in the past. 

_ According to the reasoning of fems 
inists, the subjugation of women is 
the result of their economic depend- 
ence upon men. If this is true, tha 
women of Japan have every reason 
to confidently expect that before long 
they will hold equal rank with their 
sisters in other lands because they are 
becoming increasingly more self-sup- 
porting. In view of her desire for in- 
dependence, and ofttimes, of course, 
because of necessity that she earn her 
own livelihood, she is going into busi« 
ness to an extent that is lifting the 
sex as a whole out of the sphere which 
was limited to the home.

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FROM LOG TO OCEAN LINER.: 
I1l—Boats of Olden Egypt. 
No one can say for certain where 
sails were used first to let wind help 
a boat go through water; but quite 
likely Egypt was the mother of the in- 
vention. We have pictures of Egyp- 
tian sail boats which go back at least 
5.000 years; and it may be that sails 
were used on the Nile river long be- 
fore the artist put them into pictures 


Egyptian picture of two boats tied to 
stakes. (After Wilkinson.) — 
The custom which olden Egyptians 
had of making drawings and paintings 
of objects around them, is of value 
to us as we trace the story of the 
boat. We find, for example, that 
very early pictures show men with 
paddles, facing forward and not to- 
ward the stern. Later artists made 


i views of men rowing with oars, their 


faces toward the stern. 

That is proof, if we need it, that 
the paddle came before the oar. We 
might have guessed that such was 
the case; but it is better to know 
than to guess. — 3 

People in ancient Egypt were in 
the custom of paying their taxes in 
goods rather than money. Money—in 
the form of golden rings—was in use 
among them; but in general they took 
cloth, grain, cattle and so on to the 
tax collectors, often in boats which 
traveled up and down the Nile. . 

Some boats were fitted with cabins 
and the cabins were used to keep the 
cattle and other livestock from jJump- 
ing overboard! 


The pictures make it clear that the 
first “rudders” of Egyptian boats were 
paddles held at the stern by one or 
more men. 

In one case, nine men—facing for- 
ward—are paddling; while two others 
are standing at the rear with long 
paddies which they are using to steer 


the boat. 
Another picture displays a sail boat 
with three men in the pilot place 


and eight men paddling. It is quite 
likely that. all told, there were 
paddlers, since only the near side of 
the boat was shown by the artist. 

A man serving as a “lookout” stood 
at the prow of many a vessel; and 
called out orders to the pilots to turn 
right or left. 

Still another picture shows a sail- 
ing vesesl of goodly size which was 
employed for travel on the Red sea. 
Four men are seen working on the 
large sail; 
work on the near side, meaning a total 
of 30 oarsmen. Just one pilot is in 
view. but he works a huge oar held 
in place by a loop or ring at ¢t 
stern. 

Other nations were to go farther 
ahead in the art of the sea: but we 
owe thanks to the olden Egyptians 
for the great steps which they took 
to conquer the waters. . . =

Lilienthal explained that although 
cities and counties have no authority 
to eollect taxes from the TVA, it 
would pay voluntarily for use of 
streets and highways an amount ap- 
proximately equivalent to the sum pre- 
viously paid by private utilities.

Fulton Will Appropriate 
$23,000, Ask U. S. for 
$10,000 More. 


In order that the work of remod- 
eling Fulton tower may be accom- 
plished according to original plans, 
the board of county commissioners 
will ask the government for an addi- 
tional PWA grant of $10,050.

BALDWIN PLEADS 
FOR AIR EXPANSION 


Possibility of German Re- 
armament Stressed in 
House. of .Commons. 


LONDON, July 30.—(4)—The pos- 
sibility of German rearmament in the 
air was emphasized in the house of 
commons today by Stanley Baldwin, 
acting prime minister, in*a strong plea 
for the British government’s program 
of air force expansion.

STRIKE OF LONGSHOREMEN 
PASSES INTO HISTORY 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—(#) 
The - Pacific coast longshoremen’s 
strike, which in its ramifications cost 
at least eight lives and upwards of 
$200,000,000 besides causing the mass 
walkout of organized labor in the San 
Francisco bay cities, passed into his- 
tory today and companion strikes by 
seafaring men were ending rapidly. 

With the 12,000 members of the 
International Longshoremen’s Asso- 
ciation, who went on strike May 9, 
ready to return to work in all Pacific 
coast ports at 8 a. m. tomorrow, rep- 
resentatives of two other maritime 
groups notified President Roosevelt's 
mediation board they also would go 
back to their jobs. 

The masters, mates and pilots, and 
the marine engineers’ beneficial asso- 
ciation, in a letter to the board, de- 
clared their strike will end tomorrow. 

The union representatives pledged 
full co-operation with the board dur- 
ing the period of adjustment while 
arbitration and collective bargaining 
negotiationa are under way. 

Meanwhile the seamen, stewards 
and cooks remained on strike, but 
William J. Lewis, district president of 
the I. L. A., said he expected them to 
return to their jobs. 

The next move of the mediation 
board will be to call representatives of 
the I. L. A. and the employers into 
conference here and at Seattle, and 
possibly other ports, to determine 
which points shall be arbitrated. 

The longshoremen have demanded 
wage increases, shorter hours, better 
working conditions and complete con- 
trol of their hiring halls or em- 
ployment agencies, by which longshore- 
men are sent to jobs, 


'NEW PEACE TERMS FRAMED 


IN “ZINNEAPOLIS WALKOUT 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 30.—(())— 
Fresh hopes for settlement of the 
truck drivers’ strike were inspired to- 
day by reports that the federal me- 
diators were framing new peace terms. 

At the same time military rule re- 
strictions on truck movement were fre- 
laxed though vigilance against picket- 
ing by strikers was maintained. 

Terms of the reported new recom- 
mendations for dissolving the contro- 
versy—occasioned by drivers’ demands 
for higher wages and wider union ree- 
ognition—were not disclosed by the 
Rev. Francis Haas and E. H. Dunni- 
gan, federal representatives.

Steps were taken to permit transpor- 
tation of groceries from wholesale 
houses to replenish retail stocks. 


REPUBLIC STEEL MILLS 
TO BE REOPENED TODAY 

WARREN, Ohio, July 30.—(/)— 
The Republic Steel Corporation an- 
nounced today 13 tin mills here will 
be opened again tomorrow after a 
shut-down of nearly a month which 
officials had said was caused by a 
lack of orders and the labor situation. 

Officials of the Trumbull lodge of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers said the work- 
ers in the tin department had agreed 
to resume work for one week, pending 
the adjustment of details of an ac- 
cord reached last week between the 
Amalgamated and the company.

STOEFEN THRILLS ’EM..

Cer- 
tainly there are several drawbacks 
such as the failure to change shoes 
which is bound to tax the feet. 

After carrying your weight for sev- 
eral miles your feet are deserving a 
rest and whatever you cau to to re- 
fresh them. 

Changing shoes as often as possible 
is one way to keep your feet in good 
condition.

Nancy Page Quilt Club Takes World Trips from Scrapbag 
By FLORENCE La GANKE, 
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The Nancy Page quilt club mem- 
bers came with great anticipation to 
the club meeting. Nancy had told 
them she was going to offer them a 
trip around the world. They wonder- 
ed whether she had in mind the pop- 
ular quilt called by that name, and 
sometimes designed as the “postage 
stamp,” or “the steps to the White 
House.” 

When she showed them the small 
block they looked at her in amaze- 
ment. “This block came from Mce- 
Minnville, Tenn. Mrs. Ida Locke 
sent it. And she said that while it 
was planned originally for the trip 
around the world, she found she lacked 
enough pieces so she had worked it out 
differently. I liked her idea so I took 
it and called it the ‘scrap bag.’ She 
makes a whole flock of these small 
pieced blocks and sets them together 
with no sashing between. But in 
each one of the pieced squares—she 


)used 44 of them in the quilt—she 


repeats certain colors. 


“For instance, she started with a 


yellow center. Around that she put 


tour figured squares using some lav- 


ender, yellow and rose in the print. 
Outside these four came eight squares 
of plain rose, Then twelve squares 
of blue and rose print. Then sixteen 


squares of plain green. Then twenty|. 


squares of rose and green print. Then 
twenty-four squares of black and last- 
ly twenty-eight squares of black and 
white print. That makes a total of 
113 small squares in each pieced 
block.” 

Nancy suggests that the plain col- 
ors be kept the same in each pie 
square but that the prints be varied 
accordingly to the contents of the 
scrap bag. She thinks a soft yellow 
makes a good center. The plain col- 
ors could be the rose, green and black 
as used in the sample block or they 
could be three shades of one color. 
Or:.the arrangement could be similar 
to that shown in the picture in which 
a dark one is in center and in next 
to last row with a light plain row 
beside the dark one. At any rate, 
each one of the pieced squares be- 
comes a miniature trip around the 
world. The direction leaflet gives 
the size of the piece, but does not 
allow for seams. Therefore when 
cutting the pieces be sure to add 
one-quarter inch on all sides’ for 
seams.
